Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 


Since  1956  my  Annual  Report  has  always  been  compiled  in  the  same 
form  i.e.  containing  a narrative  and  a statistical  section. 

In  the  absence  of  epidemic  outbreaks  or  other  dramatic  events  I 
found'  it  increasingly  difficult  to  comment  year  after  year  on  the 
services  provided  without  repeating  myself  or  dwelling  on  rather  trivial 
matters.  As  ‘to  statistics,  because  the  numbers  of  births,  deaths, 
communicative  diseases  etc.  are  relatively  small,  particularly  in  Epping 
Urban  District,  they  are  likely  to  be  affected  by  chance  when  viewed 
over  the  short  period  of  12  months,  and  any  conclusions  drawn  from  them 
may  therefore  be  wrong. 

For  these  reasons  I have  now  decided  to  compile  shortened  reports 
to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  paragraph  15(5)  of  the  Public  Health 
Officers  Regulations,  1959 ? and  to  present  a full  report  comprising  a 
narrative  section  only  every  five  yoars.  Over  this  longer  period 
statistical  trends  will  be  better  discemable  and  my  comments  will 
therefore  bo  more  appropriate  and  accurate.  Meanwhile,  in  the  shortened 
reports,  I shall  draw  your  attention  in  the  preface  to  anything  meriting 
special  consideration,  and  shall  also  include  such  information  as  the 
Secretary  for  Health  and  Social  Security  may  request  from  time  to  time. 

In  1968  the  health  of  the. people  in  the  two  districts  was  quite 
satisfactory  and  further  progress  was  made  in  improving  the  environment 
in  which  they  live.  The  statistics  do  not  show  anything  untoward  and 
the  figures  in  parentheses  are  those  for  the  previous  year  and  serve  as 
comparison. 

Early  in  the  year  I took  up  the  appointment  of  short-term  consultant 
in  the  Western  Pacific  Area  at  the  invitation  of  the  World  Health 
Organisation,  This  entetled  an  e.bsence  from  my  post  of  just  over  three 
months  and  I ami  grateful  to  the  Councils  of  Epping  Urban  District  and 
Epping  & Ongar  Rural  District  for  granting  mo  leave  for  this  purpose. 

Finally,  e,s  usual,  I should  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  all  those 
who  co-operated  with  me  during  the  year  under  review  and  helped  me  in 
my  task,  particularly  by  providing  some  of  the  material  for  this  report.
